Disaster Has Followed Churches Whish
Were Turned Into Theaters.
[Bpecinl Correspondence, ]

New Havey, Oct, 12,1 was discussing
things theatrical with & well known and
wpopular mannger a few days since when
the conversation drifted to the relations
of the church and the playhouses and
finally to the construction of the thea- |
ters and temple< of worship. From the |
rambling talk 1 glenned some poculine
and interesting facts, “Do you know,"
sndd he, “that I would never start a the |
ater in & building that had once been |
used as church? It would be just like
throwing money away. There {8 noluck |
in a theater which has once been a
church, and 1 have records to prove the |
assertion.  You ean hunt the country
over,and you cannot find an instance |
where u theater or amusement enter-
prise has prospered if established in an
abandoned church, Church people are
often quite willing to sell off an old |
church to a showman for a good price
when thoy are about to build a new one,
but they could not induce me to start a
theater in such s place if they gave me
the church, I can relate many instances
of disaster and loss in theaters through
being, it scems to me, located on church
sites,

“The old Brooklyn theater, destroyed |
by fire a fow years ago, in which over |
100 lives were lost, was built over from |
a Congregational church. Theold Globe
theater on Brondway, New York, was
originally built for a church. It has
been on fire severnl times, but was
never complotely destroyed, It has' a'
long record, however, and has proved a
graveyard for everything in the amuse-
ment line from Nixon's circus down to |
the ‘Strects of London.' Aberly's the-
ater on Eighth street, New York, waa
first Bt. Ann's Catholio cherch, and it
was a very unlucky playhouss, It had
a precarions existence for many yoars
and finally collapsed in flames. The
American theater in this city, at one
time Bt. Mary's Catholic church, was
burned out twice, Its business experi
ences were something exciting, and a
fortune was lost in it. The Baptist
church in Bridgeport was abandoned and
sold to P. T. Barnum, who would not
allow it to be used for nmusement pur-
posea during his life. The heirs of the
great showman leased it as o museum
